On Saturday the Intercollegiate football season opened with 
games here and in Kingston, and as far as can be judged at present, 
the league should see one ol the most successful years in its his- 
tory. Intercollegiate games arc becoming more popular every year 
with both the student and city element, principally because of the 
superior football played by University teams. 

Until about ten years ago, the general interest taken in foot- 
ball, was centred mainly in the games between teams representing 
the different cities, and comparatively little attention was paid to 
college games. Why this should have been the case is difficult to 
explain unless it was because most of the well-known stars were 
playing with the city teams. In nineteen hundred and five, the de- 
feat of Ottawa at the hands of Casey Baldwin's champion Varsity 
team, awakened a new interest in the Intercollegiate game. From 
that time on this interest gradually increased, probably because of 
the successive defeats administered to the champions of other lea- 
gues by the Toronto University fourteen, and also because the 
general public began to realize that a faster, more scientific and 
cleaner game was to be seen on the grounds of the University 
teams than could be witnessed anywhere else in Canada. 

The improvement of the game was due principally to the genius 
of Honorary Coach Griffith, of Toronto. Previous to his taking 
charge of the Varsity team, the system used for scoring points con- 
sisted of two bucks and a kick repeated from beginning to the end 
of a game. Once in a while some team, more daring than the others, 
would try an end run or a criss-cross play which usually resulted in a 
loss. It was only natural that both from the point of view of play- 
ers and spectators, the game should have been an uninteresting per- 
formance. Griffith was the first man in Canada to develop a fast- 
scoring senior team using the open style of play. Previous to his 
taking charge of the Toronto University team, he had coached Rid- 
ley College, at which school he was a house-master. His success 
with them was phenomenal and, when he went to Toronto, by 
using the same system, developed what was for some years the 
strongest and trickiest aggregation in Canada. Griffith, apparent- 
ly, calculated that by using fast, clever players who knew how to 
handle themselves and could tackle well, he could develop a system 
of open play in which brains and speed would count for more than 
mere weight and which besides being a fast-scoring game, would be
